But refusals are also up sharp- 
ly. According to refusenik Lev 
Elbertl as many as 2,000 “secrecy” 
refusals have been handed down 
since the end of March, when the 
two, visiting, Western Jewish lead- 
ers, Edgar Bronfman, president of 
the World Jewish Congress, and 
Morris Abram, chairman of the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations, 
announced that they had been in- 
formed by Soviet officials that all 
refuseniks would be allowed to emi- 
grate within the next year “except 
for legitimate national security 
cases.” 

Veteran refusenik Vladimir Sle- 
pak said that, “Since the meetings 
with Bronfman and Abram, the 
Soviet authorities are refusing every- 
one on security grounds — including 
housewives and librarians.” 

The steep rise in refusals and the 
conviction among many refuseniks 
that the Soviet government will per- 
manently close the door to large- 
scale emigration after allowing a 
significant number of Jews to leave 
over the next year has taken the glow 
off what might have been expected 
to be a moment of exaltation in the 
long repressed refusenik movement. 

Of the 20-odd Prisoners of Zion 
who sat in the grim jails and prison 


_ camps of Siberia and European Rus- 


sia on trumped-up charges a year 
ago, only two, Alexei Magarik and 
the lesser-known Yosef Zisels re- 
main imprisoned today, Important 
leaders of the movement like Raold 
Zelichonik, Yosef Begun, Yuli 
Edelshtein, and Leonid “Aryeh” 
Volvovsky have been released since 
the beginning of 1987 and have re- 
sumed their Hebrew teaching and 
Zionist activities. Yuli Edelshtein 
was recently informed that he would 
be allowed to cmigrate. ; 
- There has also been something of 
a loosening up in the areas of Jewish 
religious and culturai expression. 
Jewish religious books are somewhat 
more available. Last month, 5,000 
Humashim — books containing the 
weekly readings from the Tora and 
the Prophets -- were shipped to the 
main Moscow synagogue by Rabbi 
Arthur Schneier of the New York-

NAUM MEIMAN lives in a 
cramped apartment in the shab- 
by, but charmingly antiquated 
“Little Moscow” section near the 
centre of the city. The 76-year- 
old Meiman, resplendent in blue 
jeans, has a keen mind and sav- 
age wit undimmed by age. He 
obviously considers it unbecom- 
ing to wallow in grief in public 
over his wife Ina’s recent death of 
cancer in a Washington hospital, 
but his apartment is a shrine to 
her memory, with scores of 
photos of Ina covering the walls. 

Born in 1912 in Kiev, five years 
before the overthrow of the Tsar, 
Meiman has lived through the 
entire saga of the near extinction 
and miraculous regeneration of 
Jewish consciousness in Soviet 
Russia, One of his early child- 
hood memories was the killing of 
his grandfather by Cossacks 
during a pogrom in 1918. During 
the early 1920s, he remembers 
the existence of “ἃ real Zionist 
movement™ in Kiev. Without 
much prompting, he'll break into 
an old, almost forgotten song: 
“Tell me, please tell me, what 
will we do in Palestine?” 


are followers of Eliyahu Essas and 


those who are not. Essas, who was 
allowed to emigrate at the end of 
1985 after Edgar Bronfman inter- 
ceded on his behalf with the Soviet 
authorities was among the most char- 
ismatic Soviet Jewish leaders. Yet 
Essas also managed to alienate much 
of the community, including reli- 
gious: and secular refuseniks, who 
came to view him as unreliable, 
power-hungry, and keener tostreng- 
‘then Yiddishkeit in the Soviet Union 
than to pursue the struggle for 
emigration. 

uch of the subsequent alienation 
of many in the refusenik community 
from Bronfman and Israel Singer of 
the WJC had to do'with the percep- 
tion that these men were allied with 
Essas, and that all of them took too 
soft a line on the Soviets. 

The supporters of Essas in the 
Soviet capital today are led by Haim 
Briskman, a soft-spoken young man 
in his Jate 20s. 

Unlike his mentor, Briskman does 
not appear to be confrontational. 
While acknowledging the splits in 
the community, Briskman said he 
was pleased that more than 200 Mos- 
‘cow Jews of all factions, had taken 
part ina Lag Ba’Omer celebration in 
n forest 90 minutes outside Moscow. 
Briskman said the celebrants had 
been closely tailed by KGB agents, 
who at one point'told the Jews that 
they were violating the law by tram- 

ling grass belonging to ancighbour- 
ing communal farm. Nevertheless, 
Briskman said, the Jewish celeb- 

rants, including many children, had 
stood their ground, and completed 
their celebration.without further in- 
cident. The experience, Briskman 
said, “gave us a stronger feeling of 
anity,and common purpose than we 
have hadinalongtime.” 
Briskman said he was mystified by 
the resentment of Essas among so 
many Jews. ‘“Essas played a most

Then came the long years of 
‘silence and repression. Expres- 
sions of Jewish identity could lead 
to imprisonment or even death. - 
Meiman became one of the coun- 
try’s most prominent physicists, 
working closely with the greatest 
minds of the Soviet scientific 
community, including his good 
friend, Andrei Sakharov. 

Today Meiman has broken off 
communication with Sakharov, 
who Meiman believes has be- 
trayed the dissident movement 
and sold out to Gorbachev. 

“In my generation, 1 did not 
Meet one young person who was 
interested in religion. Early on, I 
realized the truth about the 
Soviet Union, but that did not 
trigger in me any return to Juda- 
ism. That began for me, as for so 
many others, in 1967, when we all 
became extremely excited by that 
incredible demonstration of Jew- 
ish power. We realized that Israel 
had liberated us from our com- 
plex that Jews were weak and 
cowardly.” 


Several years later, Meiman 
attended a refuseniks’ Seder — his 


denouncing Essas. 
Briskman, who worked in electro- 
nics before being refused several 
ears ago, had been unofficiglly- 
informed by Ovir, the emigration 
authorities, that he would re- 
ceive his emigration visa in April. 
Instead, he was told last month that 
his refusal has been extended until 
1995 because of alleged knowledge 
of secrets. Meanwhile, Briskman 
and his wife are about to be forced 
out of their apartment, and may 
soon join a number of Moscow area 
refuseniks who live nomadic lives, 
circulating among the apartments of 
friends. Briskman said, “Tf, as some 
have suggested, the Soviets favour 
the followers of Essas, they have 
shown a strange way of expressing 
it” 
A more mainstream religious 
leader is Peter Polanski, who has an 
ever-growing group of students. 
Polanski sees the sharp rise in the 
number of security-related refusals 
as “very ominous” stating, “I know 
many cases of Jews who were told 
unofficially that they would be able 
to leave, being called back to Ovirin 
recent weeks, and being told that in 
fact they were now refused on 
account of security.” 3 
Noting that the Soviet authorities 
have often refused people permis- 
sion to emigrate on the pretext that 
they will not be available to give. 
financial support to their aged pa- 
rents (though the elderly are entitled 
by law to a pension), Polanski 
appealed to Western Jewish orga- 
esti and individuals to send 
promissory notes to the Soviet po - 
ernment, guaranteeing their help 
‘with the financial sipport of aged 
parents of emigrants. 
Polanski is concemed too about 
‘new regulations demanding that 
potential refuseniks. receive permis- 
sion to jeave from brothers and sis- 
ters as well. ds parents. Polanski 
‘called on Western Jewry to press the 
Soviets to rescind such regulations. 
“So far, he says, “I see no meaningful 


_ improvement in the treatmént of the 


religious community, We are doing 
everything we can to keep the spark 
of Yiddishkeit alive but the main 
priority is emiggation. The best thing 
would δὲ to Ist everyone leave 85 
soon as possible.” 


first observance of Passover since 
his childhood. “The atmosphere 
was exuberant and free. I felt 
reunited with my roots. Though a 
non-believer, I came to appreci- 
ate the importance of tradition to 
the Jewish people.” 


Meiman is moved by the re- 
birth of Jewish identity, but 
doesn't believe it can long sur- 
vive. “The main priority of the 
Soviet Jewry movement has to be 
emigration. the resurgence of 
Jewish culture in this country is a 
direct outgrowth of the emigra- 
tion struggle and not vice versa. I 
believe that the Jews who choose 
to stay in the Soviet Union will 
cease completely to be Jews -- if 
not immediately, then in one or 
two generations. 


“The truth is that our move- 
ment is very fragile; we have litle 
organization or leadership. Right 
now, we are terribly afraid the 
Soviets will use ‘secrecy’ to block 
emigration for many of us. The 
glasnost period could end at any 
time. Our supporters in the West 
must apply maximum pressure 
now, before it is too late.” 


At the Moscow apartment of 
Natasha Khasina, { met Lev Elbert, 
the Kiev refusenik and former Pris- 
oner of. Zion, who recently ended a 
45-day hunger strike to win the right 
to emigrate. An extremely tough but 
warm Jew, who wears a kippa and 
identifies politically with Israeli set- 
tlers on the West Bank, Elbert 
appeared largely recovered from his 
hunger strike and was burning with 
indignation over what he called “the 
disaster brought upon us by Bronf- 
man and Abram.” 

Elbert explained, "1 don’t think 
either of these men was acting out of 
malice and both undoubtedly felt 
they were aiding Soviet Jews. But 
Abram appeared to follow the iead 
of Bronfman, who relied on a certain 
Mr. Essas, who represents no one 

but himself, and perhaps some part 
of Agudat Yisrael,” 

Elbert dismissed the fact that 
Abram sought the advice of Natan 
_Sharansky: /‘Sharansky has become 
the figurehead spokesman for the 
movement, but the fact is that having 
spent so long in prison, he is not up 
to date on the conditions we con- 
front. Neither Sharansky nor Essas 
can understand our problems better 
than the people here. Can't Western 
Jewish leaders get it into their heads 
that we are intelligent people who 
are capable of speaking for 
ourselves, = ᾿ 

“It appears that what the Soviets 
promised the two Jewish leaders is 
that 12,000 Jews would get out and 
‘they would get a kosher restaurant. 
Tho Soviets insisted that ‘secrecy’ 
refuseniks were exempt from the 


τ talks. One week later, an official 


Soviet magazine published an article 
claiming that all the refuseniks who 
are secrecy Cases are in fact CIA 
agents, and when such people have 
got out in the past, they have been 
debriefed in CIA headquarters: in 
Langley (in Virginia, U.S.). And 
stace that tinte there have been as 
many as 2,000 refusals -- the great

_“T think it is likely that the Soviets

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He added. “There is a grave dan- 
ger that if the Soviets were really to 
allow large numbers of people to 
leave—say 50,000 or more —the West 
would forget about the 8,000 or so 
long-term refuseniks, whom the 
Soviets would likely hold back. But 
the accomplishments of the move- 
ment were made possible by the 
sweat and blood of these very long- 
term refuseniks -- the people who 
have given their lives to this cause.” 

Elbert passionately supports the 
position of Prime Minister Shamir 
that the U.S. should drop refugee 
status for Soviet Jews. “It is obvious 
that if the numbers of emigrants pick 
up and the majority go to America 
instead of Israel, the Soviets will use 
that as an excuse to slow emigration. 
Why doesn't the American Jewish 
community use the financial re- 
sources it presently devotes to reset- 
tling Jewish refugees in the U.S. 
to help defray the cost of the 
absorption of immigrants in Israel? 
How can you assist noshrim (drop- 
outs) to go to the U.S.? They are 
Israeli citizens. No one tried to bring 
the Ethiopian Jews to the U.S. Does 
that mean that the American Jews 
consider Soviet Jews to be better or 
more desirable than the Ethiopian 
Jews?” 

Elbert said that former refuseniks 
like Sharansky and Yuri Shtern of 
the Soviet Jewry Education and [n- 

formation Centre (SJEIC), who 
have opposed Shamir on the refugee 
status issue, are acting from a “uni- 
versalist and not a nationalist per- 
spective’ on the issue. 


YOSEF BEGUN also looked strong 
and fully recovered from his prison 
ordeal when I visited his apartment 
later that evening. Seated on a divan 
beside his handsome wife Ina, Be- 
gun exuded a sense of contentment 
with his life and confidence that 
events were moving in the right 
direction. 

“A lot of people in the movement 
just want to leave and don’t think it is 
worthwhile working to build Jewish 
culture here. 1 don't agree with 
them. I feel an obligation toe think 
not only of myself, but of the many 
Jews who will remain here. We re- 
fuseniks are already free people but 
we have an obligation to think about 
the two to four million ordinary Soviet 
Jews here who still need to be 
reached. We must prepare our fol- 
lowers, who will take over our work 
after we have gone to Israel.” 

Begun noted that Soviet Jews are 
often averse to going to Israel “be- 
cause they have heard nothing but 
Soviet propaganda for many years 
about how terrible conditions are in 
Israet. 1 am sure that if Soviet Jews 
go to Israel directly, instead of being 
given the chance to ‘drop out’ in 
Vienna, even the most assimilated 
will quickly see that Israel is nothing 

like the ugly picture in the Soviet 
media.” ne 
. Begun expressed concern that 
Israe] might compromise on the 
issue of Soviet Jewry in order to win 
the chance of reopening its embassy 
in Moscow, closed after the 1967 war. 
“When the Israeli embassy was here, 
Jews were arrested, Jewish culture 
was suppressed, and there was 
almost no emigration. Israel must 
pay no price whatsoever to reopen 
that embassy.” ᾿ 

‘Despite the fact that he has been 
given no indication that he and Ina 
will be able to emigrate soon, Begun 
says he feels “very happy these days. 
After four years in prison, I am back 
with my family, and with my Jews. T 
am back in the society of Judaism 

and of refuseniks. [ have a direct line 
to Israel and can talk to old friends 
like Sharansky and Mendelevich. I 
am back in the centre of our Jewish 
“national struggle.” π᾿

“Then, one night, Prof. Mi i 
(head of the Health Minit 
announced on the radio that there 
was an Aids patient - a woman — in 
Israel," Aliza recalled. “We knew 
nothing. No one had told us.” 

Had she suspected Aids before 
that radio announcement? 

“I was with Rina the whole time 
from the moment she got ill to the 
time she died. Yes, I'd heard about 
Aids. I'd read about it in the news- 
papers. On one occasion | heard in 
the hospital they suspected that that 
was what Rina might have. I even 
asked one of the doctors about it, 
Butno one would admit it. They told 
me they were checking out ail. the 
possible diseases to eliminate them 
one by one. That calmed me down." 

The radio announcement was fol- 
lowed by a series of articles in the 
local press, referring to a woman 
who was obviously Rina. 

“T phoned the hospital to find out 
whether the woman in the articles 
was Rina but they didn’t want to 
confirm it. Only when I insisted did 
they invite me in for an appoint- 
ment.., and then they told me, 

“Despite the dedicated medical 
treatment, the doctors didn't explain 
what was going to happen. No one 
prepared us. Rina even read about 
herself in the newspapers, and yet 
stillno one spoke to her about it. She 
didn't even know that she received 
blood transfusions during the opera- 
tion four years previously.” 

Once the hospital admitted that 
Rina had Aids, what kind of help did 
the Health Ministry provide Rina 
and her family? 

None, according to Aliza. 

“The only thing they did as a 

favour was to make an appointment 
for me to meet someone in the 
department of epidemiology.” 
There, Aliza asked for help with 
Rina’s three children. 
“There were a lot of problems. 
Problems at school. People started 
backing away. They became afraid. 
Although everyone was sorry for us, 
nothing concrete came out of the 
meeting. It was just a lot of talk." 

In March 1985, two months before 
Rina’s death, a young physician 
came into the picture. He realized 
the lack of information given to Rina 
and her family and he took an active 
Part in calming their fears. 

“I sat by Rina and spoke to the 
family. I told them what Rina could 
and could not do, what they could do 
in terms of care and what should be 
avoided.

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The fine which divided Jerusalem between 1948 
and 1967 is the subject which occupies historian 
Rami Yizraeli’s mind and energies. Abraham 
Rabinovich reports. 


WHAT THE STATE of Israel has 
been trying to erase for the past 20 
years, Rami Yizraeli is busy trying to 
immortalize — the line that divided 
Jerusalem between 1948 and 1967. 

An historian, Yizraeli is advising 
the Beit Turjeman Museum on the 
development of a large-scate model 
of pre-1967 Jerusalem which will 
depict the fortified line straddled by 
Israeli and Jordanian military posi- 
tions as it ran through the heart of 
the city. The museum overlooking 
the former Mandelbaum Gate cros-. 
sing is dedicated to the history of the 
divided city. 

“The Jordanians had 31 positions 
in the four kilometres between 
Ammunition Hilt and Abu Tor,” 
notes Yizraeli, who makes use of 
information derived from the SDF 
archives. ‘Israel had 17. There was 
in normal times only a company of 
troops manning the line .on the 
Israci side, maybe 70 to 80 men.”

of perfection. Soon, however, the 
copyists started coming up with 
questions, and the composers had no 
Teady answers.” 

As the years went by, the number 
of solutions — original or arrived at in 
accordance with others -- increased. 
“Slowly a house style emerged,” 
says the director, who has published 
two books on notation and lectured 
on the subject in Europe and Amer- 
ica. He also initiated the internation- 
al publishers’ conference on editing 
and publishing contemporary music 
(inPuCoM), which has convened in 
England and Germany. 

Pride of place in the IMI’s 
achievements goes to the Eliezer 
Peri educational series, named after 
the institute's late first chairman. 
Started 14 years ago, it now numbers 
nearly 250 works, which have been 
commissioned to build a bridge be- 
tween our composers and the 
younger generation.

WHILE A meal in a restaurant in 
Tel Aviv or elsewhere in the country 
is usually something of an adventure 
to me, eating out in Jerusalem is like 
visiting old friends. 

Thus, Tai-Ki House, a non-kosher 
Chinese restaurant with some delu- 
sions of grandeur, occupies the site 
of a former glatt kosher restaurant, 
which had even greater delusions of 
haute cuisine. 

Like its predecessor, and indeed 
like the short-lived eateries that 
came in between, it has followed the 
pattern of offering more elaborate 
(and more expensive) food upstairs, 
with cheaper dishes at the entrance 
downstairs. 

This always struck me as a danger- 
ous practice. Aside from restaurant 
critics, who must taste and report on 
a wide variety of dishes, which 


: clients would choose the costlier 
_ venue in what after all is the same 


restaurant? 
Be that as it may, the decor is very 
pleasing. For once, there are no 
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Matters of taste Heim Shapiro 


hanging red lanterns, but the 
Chinese note is conveyed with a 
series of modern Chinese litho- 
graphs on the walls. 

‘The service, with a Chinese waiter 
and an Israeli waitress, was excel- 
lent, but then it should have been, as 
there was only one other diner in the 
restaurant. 

T opened my meal with a dish of 
fried wontons. It is an item I often 
choose when I want something crun- 
chy to start my meal andI don't want 
to face the disdain of my companion 
for having ordered something as 
conventional as egg rolls. 


The wontons were indeed feath- 
ery light, with an almost paper thin 


crust and a rather chewy meat filling. 


The faint aroma of seafood that 
evidently came from the oil in which 
they were fried was not altogether 


displeasing. 


With the wontons came the ubi- 
quitous red, sweet sauce that would 
have overwhelmed thems. Instead of 
using it blindly, I asked for some hot 
pepper oil, which the waitress rightly 
warned me was very hot. I mixed a 
few drops of the oil with a spoonful 


sweet 


or two of the bottle of soy sauce on 
the table. 


The result was still very hot, and 


uite pleasant. It was alsb a bit of 


inese restaurant one-upmanship 


or two of the sweet sauce andashake by which I completely floored my 
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companion, who could only watch 
with wonder and then try some her- 
self. Try it some time. 

My companion opened her meal 
with hot and sour soup. The soup 
was hot and it was sour, but it wasa 
far cry from what I would call hot 
and sour soup, with its pickled cab- 
bage. It seemed to be whatever was 
simmering in the kitchen, with a bit 
of extra seasoning thrown in. 


ASKED TO recommend a dish, the 
waiter was enthusiastic about the 
steak Chinese style and we orderedit 
on his recommendation. It arrived, 
with several pieces of steak on 2 
sizzling hot iron dish, with sliced 
onion and peas. : 

At the table, the waiter poured the 
sauce over it and it sizzled and sput- 
tered to our mutual satisfaction. It 
was quite a show. 

Unfortunately, the sauce that he 
poured over what were very fine 
pieces of meat was the same sweet 
red stuff I had done so much ‘to 
temper earlier. In short, it-is a dish 
for those who like their food sweet. 

Using our imagination, we also 
ordered something listed on the

menu under the fascinating name of 
“chicken in smoked sesame sauce.” 
It sounded wonderfully exotic and 
certainly unlike anything we had: 
ever tried. 

But what we got were bite-sized 
pieces ‘of fried chicken, that might 
have come from the kitchen of a very 
superior Kentucky colonel, with a 
sprinkling of toasted.sesame seeds. 

jood, yes. Interesting, no. 

We were more pleased with yet 
another dish, listed laconically on 
the menu as “fish with ginger”. Here 
the fish had been dissected and cut 
into bite-sized pieces, which were 
fried and served in a ginger sauce, 
with the head and the tail at either 
end, just to reassure us where it: 
came from. 

I might add that all the dishes 
arrived at the table with the most 
wonderfully carved vegetable de- 
corations. 7 

The desserts were the usual selec- 
tion of fried banana or pineapple, 
tinned lychees or bought ice cream 
and we felt no obligation to try them. 

The bill, including a couple of 
bottles of local beer came to NIS

It has been given to Volun- 
teer Lawyers for the Arts, an orga- 
nization that since 1969 has “pro- 
vided the arts community with free 
legal assistance and comprehensive 
legal education” through confer- 
€nces, seminars, lectures and other 
Programmes and educational ser- 
vices. Over 800 New York attorneys 
donate time to artists in this way. 

The Dance Library of Israel, initi- 
ated by Anne Wilson Wangh, who 
now lives here, is housed in Tel Aviv 
but has an executive committee in 
New York, chaired by Estelle Som- 
mers. (The Jerusalem Post's dance 
critic received the Documents of 
Dance award in 1982). 

A visitor to Israel, Margo Leh- 
man, director of dance at Mary- 
mount College, Tarrytown, New 
York, has brought an interesting gift 
for the Dance Library: a collection 
of programmes and programme cov- 
ers designed by the American artist, 
Fritz Blumenthal. He was commis- 
sioned over a number of years to 
create these designs for dance com- 
panies, and she persuaded him to 
donate them to the library.

IN MANY western countries the art 
scene is in the wip of a “mafia” of 
soris, run by the big art dealers. In 
Asrael it is in the grip of a handful of 
museum curators in Jerusalem and 
Tel Aviv. Go ask ~ again - why 
Certain artists are promoted by the 
museunis while others equally de- 
serving are ignored, True, the 
muscums are always on the Joakout 
— and rightly sa - for the “shock of 
the new,"” But their collective 
myopia is striking. One is reminded 
of all this once again by an extranrdi- 
huarily fine exhibition covering ἃ rep- 
resentative selection of the graphics 
of Jerusulem painter David Ben 
Shaul (h.J'lem, 1932), For this is a 
show that could have easily been 
selected for display at the Israel 
Museum's print gallery. 
“Didi”, a veteran Bezalel teacher 
(he unee taught ornithatogy in his 
younger days) is not an avant garde 
artist. He is simply a very good one 
who keeps on getting better. He is, 
moreover, a master lithographer — 
and kept that art alive in the Capital 
for over a deende, ina hiatus before 
the various printslups were estab- 
lished: 11 is nlso in recognition of this 
fact that the director of the Jeru- 
salem Print Workshop, Arik Kilem- 
nik, decided to mount this show, 
enlisting the aid of Gideon Ofrat to 
assemble the material and write 
whatis virtually a catalogue raisonné 
(and a beautifully produced one at 
that, though regrettably only in Heb- 
rew). Ofrat is anyway playing a 
familiar role — that of knight-errant 
to the artist in distress, e.g., totally 
ignored.

there. The Puris influence was soon 
replaced with two themes that gave 
Oftat the title for this show: “Prints 
of Life and Death."

DON’T LISTEN to all the rumaurs 
about Wondy Allen's new film, 
Radio Days. You may have already 
heard, and if you haven't you surely 
will, that it is a big disappointment, 
an unsuccessful cupy of Fellini's 
Amarcord, a letdown after Zelig, 
Purple Rose of Cairo and Hannah 

. and Her Sisters. You might almost 
be inclined to believe that Allen has 
returned to bowing reverently to the 
masters like he did in interiors and 
Stardust Memories. 

No such thing. Radio Days may 
not be as relevant and innovative as 
his last three movies. but I suspect 
that for many, it will be as enjoyable, 
if not more so, than the others. Itisa 
simple, warm and pleasant collee- 
tion of memories from a pre-war 
Rockaway childhood, combined 
with an amused, intelligent and sym- 
pathetic look at the adults and their 
idols, who came into living rooms 
through the radio sev, making im- 
aginations work overiime to visual- 
ize the details suggested by the talk- 
ing box, ἢ 

Sure enough, you cin say it is 
related to Amarcord. The family is 
the centre of it all, the father always 
dreanting up some new scheme of 
getting rich quick, the mathe: fanta- 
sizing about her loug-lost romance, 
the onele filling the house with tish 
he gets on discount, the pretey aunt 
hot finding a sniter sufficiently re- 
fined fer her taste. 

Al the same tinte, however, Allen 
adds another dimensinu, that ot a 
dream world suggested by cada, a 
glamoraus wortd of expensive night. 
Cubs filed with prand stars. This 
Ingy be authentically evocaive of the 
period itself, or maybe only of lower 
middle class dreams of that period. Ut 
doesn't Teally matter (remember 
Zelig, what's fact and what's fic- 
tion?) us it is an integral part of the 
same picture, If you insist on draw- 
ing out the parallels to Amarcord, 
there is 4 fog scene which uppeurs in 
both, and imaginary visions, the 
family meals and evena Spanking. 

But unlike previous attempts to 
match Fellini's visual grandilo- 
quence, Allen stays very much in his 
own backyard. There, he is familiar 
with every flower and every scent. In 
Allen's film everything is kept down 
to the size and imagination of a 
Jewish, hard-working and not very 
prosperous family, trying to make 
ends meet and indulging in dreams 
that are, in the end, as modest as 
their existence, 


TAKE THE fog scene, for example, 
In Amarcord it was a magical mo- 
ment of suspense, uncerta.nty, 
almost a mystical experience. in 
Radio Days, it is a down-to-earth 
experience. The pretty aunt finds 
out that her latest beau is much less’ 
chivalrous than she expected, parti- 
cularly when his car runs out of 
gasoline In the middle of nowhere 
and she has to walk all the way 
home, 
_That scene takes place on the 
night that Orson Welles scared 
America oul of its wits with his 
broadcast of H.G. Wells's War of the 
Worlds. Whether or not this is just 
Smother of Allen's frequent tributes 
to artists he admires or not {jaded 
film critics tend to get angry with 
these tributes as they feel it stops the 
flow of imagination), the fact is that 
“Welles's broadcast, prebably more 
than anything else, displays the im- 
. pact radio had in those days. And 
jsn’t that one of the reasons for 
making the picture? : 
For above and beyond the pure, 
“unadulterated nostalgia, certain! yan 
; Wmportant factor in this picture, 
there is’‘also‘Allen’s reflection on an 


era when imagination was stimu- 
lated in a much simpler, but more 
meaningful, way. 

For instance, seeing the Black 
Avenger on a screen, a real image 
defined in every detail, can turn out 
to be a pretty ridiculous experience. 
But what splendid visions you can 
conjure up just hearing the bodiless 
voice emerging from somewhere, a 
terrible and mighty personality you 
can fashion according to your own 
ideas of “terrible” and “mighty,” 
What do you care that the man 
behind the voice is puny, small and 
funny looking (Wallace Shawn of 
My Dinner with André). After all, 
for all you know it could also be 
someone like Orson Welles (wasn't 
he The Shadow in those days). 

Of course, it isn’t just a matter of 
make-believe, of foolish daydream- 
ing in Front of the radio about real or 
imaginnry heroes. All the same, it is 
about the human mind's ability to 
indulge in fantasies, unbridied by the 
hard, cold facts of TV which deprive 
one not only of dreams, but also of 
many hopes. And when men stop 
dreaming, they also lose one of their 
greatest assets. For what is to be- 
come of a world without dreamers 
and visionaries? 

To be sure, these things are im- 
plied rather than said outright in 
Radio Days. The episodal dramatic 
construction, devoid of any specific 
hero, jumping lightly from one char- 
acter to another, does suggest a sort 
of bagatelle, possibly a bit too easy 
to achieve for someone who has 
‘tackled much more ambitious goals 
before, However, a bagatelle is not 
necessarily simpler than a sym- 
phony. It all depends on the quality, 
And you won't find many reaching 
Allen's level, thoughtful, loving and 
considerate even to the-most laugh- 
able characters he puts in his film. - 


SOME OF the film's critics have 
implied that it is no better than 


Simon’s Brighton Beach Memories. 
The comparison is almost self- 
evident since both films deal with 
Jewish families in the New York 
area, of about the same social status, 
shortly before the outbreak of World 
War I. Alten and Simon even once 
worked together, writing jokes for 
Sid Caesar (Mel Brooks and Carl 
Reiner were there too). 

Still, try to find in Simon one scene 
equal to the moment when a Jewish 
father is about to spank his son. At 
that moment, the radio broadcasts 
the news that another child has been 
found dead in the bottom of a pit, 
and the father's hand stops midway, 
the slap turning into a caress. With 
Allen there is a whole work resusci- 
tated before our eyes, while with 
Simon it is just a small corner, anda 
very manipulated one at that. 

As for the performances, each 
actor Appears content with a cameo 
part, for the entire picture is a collec- 
tion of cameos. Mia Farrow is de- 
lightful as a cigarette girl, Dianne 
Wiest is simply great as the aging aunt 
who won't give up her illusions of a 
perfect love, Diane Keaton drops in 
Just to sing a song, Tony Roberts 
walks through, as do Jeff Daniels 
and Danny Aielio, 

It's all like agreat big family party, 
the kind one doesn’t necessarily pre~ 
pare for, but for that reason is even 
more enjoyable. Carlo de Palma, 
supplying warm and lovely camera 
work, and Dick Hayman, whose 
Soundtrack is brimming with old 
favourites (the opening tune is Harry 
James's version of “The Flight of the 
Bumble Bee"), may not be in front 
of the camera, but they are part of 
the same celebration. You come out 
feeling that Allen and pals haye just 
had you over for an evening of 
memories, pleasant, intelligent en- 
tertainment, ἃ pause before he tack- 
des his next Zelig mountain. - 


AND ANOTHER coinedy, if in- 
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deed it is a comedy. The story of 
Cynthia Payne, thinly disguised us 
the fictional Christine Paynter, has 
supplied the material for David Le- 
land's script of Personal Services, 
directed by Monthy Python's cele- 
brated in-house helper Terry Jones. 

The story, for those who do not 
follow the more scabrous scandals 
widely covered by the British press, 
concerns a certain lady who used to 
provide certain services for elderly 
gentlemen with unusual'sexual appe- 
tites. 

Her operation was both lucrative 
and extremely efficient. She was 
teputed for her open-minded atti- 
tude to her clients and their weird 
demands and was even known to 
offer discounts and freebies for those 
who could not afford fall rates but 
were nevertheless in need. 

At least, that's part of the Cynthia 
Payne legend which became public 
domain in 1980, when the police 
came down hard on her establish- 
ment. The ensuing trial was a real 
bonanza for reporters, who soon 
became ardent fans of the lady, 
arguing that far from being a public 
nuisance and disturbing the peace 
and morality, as the law tried to 
prove, she was providing an impor- 
tant and essential public service. A 
medal, some thought, might be more 
in order for her than a reprimand, 
never mind the foolish idea of 
punishing her. 

Now that is what a smart producer 
would call “dynamite,” ideal for a 
big, dirty and very productive pic- 
tute. Before you start getting bot 
under the collar and fantasize about 
super Emanuelle, you'd better know 
that both Leland and Jones are 
essentially serious persons (notwith- 
standing Monthy Python's reputa- 
tion). The film they made may be 
categorized as social satire or light 
drama with a touch of “kitchen sink” 
morality, but you couldn't imagine a 
less sexy or titillating film. Not that it 
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ininces its expressions. It simply dis- 
plays them fur all to see, And as any 
Peeping Tom will tell you, things in 
plain sight lose all their illicit charm, 
What's the big deal when everybudy 
can see. 

In spite of the fact that film credits 
refer only to an inspiration, this is 
more ΟΥ̓ less Payne's story, from her 
humble beginnings as a waitress 
making some money on the side by 
hiring run-down holes in the walls, 
or sleazy rented rooms for prosti- 
tutes to ply their trade to the middle- 
class lodgings she eventually occu- 
pied, in which her disciplined and 
well organized staff would not only 
flog their customers (figuratively 
speaking too) but also fraternize 
with them in a kind of joyful, mural- 
free communion. 

Christine’s personal problems, 
her conflicts with her father and 
sister, both ashamed of her, her 
struggle to keep her son at a public 
school in spite of high tuition fees, 
and her amicable more than 
business-like relations with her em- 
ployees, supply a second level of the 
Script. 

A third level, describing the deca- 
dent corruption of the law as much 
worse than anything Christine. her 
team or her clients would ever be 
capable of, is one more attack on 
what many British artists refer to as 
“the Thateherera. 

AM in all, the film delivets its 
Message quite clearly. Some humniue 
beings have bizswre needs, and they 
should be nui as long as mecting 
them does wot hurt uther people. 
Consenting adults have the right to 
supply services ta other adults, and if 
they do if for the old, the weak, for 
ihose who cannot for one reason ar 
another be satisfied at home -- and 
that's the kine of clientele Christine 
Paynter catered to — all the better. 

The problem is not the message, 
but the way it is delivered. It may be 
that there is a clash between David 
Leland’s sardonic satire of English 
society, often bitler and angry to 
jjudge by the TV plays he has written 
and directed (Made in Britain, Birth 
of a Nation), and the essentially 
absurd humour developed by Jones 
and his Monty Python cronies in the 
many years they worked together. 

The combination of these two 
different approaches results in a film 
which scems to be a bit unfocused, as 
ifit could not decide which way to go 
and hesitated to go too far in any one 
direction. Neither Leland’s furious 
explosions of pratest, nor Jones's 
mad humour have a real chance 
here. So, in spite of Julie Walters 
being totally dedicated -- often a bit 
too dedicated -- to her part, and a 
remarkable supporting job by Alec 
McCowen as a transvestite and for- 
mer war hero, this isn't quite as 
satisfying as it might have been. 

Tt has its brilliant moments (the 
last party) but there are also over- 
donc melodramatic scenes, like 
Christine's confrontation with her 
father after the sister's marriage. 
The film can be quite compassionate 
and understanding when dealing 
with weakness of the flesh, but hav- 
ing Christine's son and her father 
Meet on the doorstep of a girl who 
has just serviced the first and is abou! 
to do the same for the other, in both 
cases a gift from the lady of the 
house, is pushing it a bit too far. 

It is as if several options for the 
same film were tried, and then some- 
one decided to keep them all in. 
Later, when Leland did the story of 
Cynthia Payne's early days by him- 
self, he came up with a much better 
and homogenous result. The film, 
Wish You Were Here was one of the 
hits in Cannes and will be shown 
later this year in Israel. Qo 
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ty's Givat Ram campus, and even 
this was just 3.5 km., or medium 
Mortar range, from the Jordanian 
lines.

Periodically, such disputes led to 
fatal shooting incidents, which made 
the border area a dangerous place to 
ive. 
The place where Jews and Arabs 
were closest to each before the Six

gt 1948, the Arab Legion had 
quickly fortified a line just below the 
eastern brow of the hill after Israeli 
troops captured the summit and they 
were to keep on fortifying it over the 
years in an attempt to make up for 
their topographical disadvantage.

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IN 1910, a pharmacist in Portland, 
Oregon wrote a letter to the local 
newspaper asking for advice about 
his son, who had just turned nine. In 
particular, wrote Herman Pauling, 
he wanted suggestions :1s τὸ suitable 
reading matter for the boy. 

“And please don't say, The Bible, 
or Darwin's Origin of. Species,” 
Pauling added. “Ele’s already read 
them.” 

For the better part of nine de- 
cades, no one, it seems has ever 
really known what to make of the 
boy from Portland. In a range of 
fields as diverse as nuclear disarma- 
ment und the common cold, the 
indefatigable and controversial 
Linus Pauling, twice winner of the 
Nobel Prize, has lived long enough, 
and affected science so thoroughly, 
as to have done battle with two 
generations of research orthodoxies, 
themselves reared on his own, once- 
revolutionary discoveries. Ἢ 

His contributions to the advance- 
ment of chemistry were such that, 
when those who nominated him for 
the Nabel Prize were unable to de- 
cide which of his many discoveries 
was the most deserving, Pauling 
himself was asked to make the 
choice. 

Outside the scientific community, 

Pauling first came to public attention 
in the early 1950s, when he led the 
Opposition to atmospheric nuclear 
tests. Though his anti-nuclear activ- 
ity caused the U.S. State Depart- 
ment to revoke his passport tempor- 
arily, Pauling was eventually quoted 
by President John Kennedy when 
the groundwork was laid in 1943 for 
the U.S.-USSR test ban treaty, But © 
the ‘fact that Pauling was awarded 
the Nobel Peace Prize for his efforts, 
in a ceremony conducted the same 
day as the test ban treaty was signed, 
did net deter his critics from de- 
nouncing him as. dangerous subver- 
sive. Taking a somewhat less strident 
line, Life magazine headlined its 
story on Pauling’s peace award, 
“Weird Insult Fram Norway.”

The book was How to Live with 
Schizophrenia, by Canadian doctors 
Albert Hoffer and Humphrey 
Osmond. In 1952, as a by-product of 
their psychiatric public health work 
in Saskatchewan, Hoffer and 
Osmond found that huge duses of 
vitamin B3 markedly lowered serum 
cholesterol levels. These findings, 
and others related to mental illness 
and retardation, fired Pauling’s im- 
agination, and he threw himself inte 
research that ultimately focused on 
vitamin C, 


“ET said to myself, here T am, 


thal vitamin C could help cancer 
patients, 1 though it could cut mor 
tality by 10 per cent. Now [ think it 
could reduce mortality by 75 per 
cent. And, according to our latest 
epidemiological evidence, more 
people might be saved from heart 
disease than from cancer." 

Not unexpectedly, Pauling’s rela- 
tions with the American medical 
establishment deteriorated even 
further with the publication of his 
findings on vitamin C and cancer, 
“The Mayo Clinic, in a paper pub- 
lished two und a half years gO, 
gratuitously threw in a line that 
Vitamin Chas no more effect 
on cancer than it does on the com- 
mon cold.” What business docs that 
kind of petty swipe have in a scien- 
tific paper?" 

But attacks on Pauling’s work 
went beyond words. In one case, a 
hospital physician who had begun 
giving cancer patients vitamin C was 
instructed by superiors to stop the 
dosage immediately, a decision, 
Pauling says, which was dangerous 
in itself. 

“We have found that if high-dose 
vitamin C is taken for a period of 
time and then suddenly discon- 
tinued, the levels of the vitamin drop 
to dangerous lows. In the case of the 
hospital patient, he was told that 
vitamin C only feeds the cancer. He 
stopped taking it. and his condition, 
which had been stable forsome time, 
then deteriorated steadily, He's now 
dying.” 

Pauling says that he cannot blame 
most physicians for what he calls the 
refusal to look at the facts. “The 
ordinary physician simply doesn't 
have the time to study problems of 
this sort. He has to rely on the 
authorities of his profession, and 
these are the real scoundrels, the 
authorities and medical researchers 
like the Mayo Clinic people. 

“They are guilty of a real crime 
against humanity - tens of thousands 
of people dying of cancer who might 
be helped just by taking high-dose 
vitamin C.” - 

Isn't he criticized by natural food 
advocates for the abnormally high 
dosages he advocates. “Not Teally. 
In any case, vitamin C is natural. I 
know they advertise ‘Natural Vita- 
mins’ in order to get high prices for 
them, but I advise people to buy the 
cheapest vitamins they can find, Any 

vitamin C ἰ as natural as any other, 
And you reatly have to take it in the 
form of vitamins, or else eat about 
800 oranges a day, Is that practical?”

I'd made 
my own vitamin pills for myself, my 
wife, and my children in the 30s, 
before they were generally avail- 
able, but only in the small doses 
necessary for maintaining life. 

“I knew they were powerful subst- 
ances — a little pinch of niacin is 
enough to keep most people from 
dying of pellagra, and only 5 milli- 
grams of vitamin C can keep most 
people from dying of scurvy:” 


Pauling was particularly fascin- 
ated by studies that showed that an 
amount of vitamin C 10,000 times 
the recommended daily dosage was 
non-toxic. “Now, anti-cancer drugs 
are given in such high doses that 
because of their toxicity they often 
kill the patient. It’s a sensible thing 
to do if the drug works — go after the 
cancer aggressively. Also, thousands 
of people die of aspirin overdoses 
every year. 

“I thought, imagine the possibili- 
ties of a substance that was both safe 
and biologically active over a 10,000- 
fold range.” 

Pauling’s research on vitamin C 
began at home. After taking up to 
five grams of vitamin C daily, he 
found that not only had he gone 
years without catching a cold, but he 
claimed to be able to stop the onset 
of a cold by taking even more mas- 
sive doses literally at the first sneeze 
—up to 50 grams, : 

Later, after a research study back- 
ed his personal. experience with evi- 
dence, a delighted Pauling went pub- 
lic with a book and a lecture series. 

“Td read the medical literature 
and found lots of evidence — four 
Separate double-blind trials. I 
thought everybody would be happy, 
and here they just jumped on me. 

Within a month 
medical journals had articles making 
all sorts of false statements’ about 
how high-dose vitamin Ccauses kid-- 
ney stones, and that it’s dangerous In 
other ways they had absolutely πὸ 
evidence for."

MOSHE ZIMMERMANN believes 
that “the issue of opposition to 
National Socialism in post-war Ger- 
man historiography has acquired the 
dua! mission of providing a protec- 
tive shield as well as being ἃ plea for 
mitigation -- it has become a verit- 
able fig leaf.”

Rothfels, whom the Nazis dis- 
missed from his post of professor of 
history at the University of Koenigs- 
berg in 1934, returned from the U.S. 
to Tubingen University in 1950. The

On the contrary, 
a vast majority of Germans wanted 
to be rid of the Jews for ever.

While the Prophets looked forward 
to the eventual abandonment of ido- 
latry by other nations, it is their 
Moral crimes against which they in- 
veighed, not their idolatry (Amos 
1:3ff}.
